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There is no discrimination as to race, creed or sex for the six women 
members of the Legislature as they work shoulder to shoulder with the men 
there. They are all Democrats in a General Assembly of 142 Democrats and 
10 Republicans. 

Never before has the distaff side taken such an active part in serving 
on committees and sponsoring bills. Each woman is interested in different 
issues. 

All six have varied backgrounds—homemakers, business and professional 
women—but they have one big common interest—to serve their communities 
at the state level to the best of their ability. The six are:
